BIRDS OF THE.GUANO ISLANDS. 

A writer in the New York Times, who in 
8 letter of:several columns tells the:atory. 
of * Life‘on a Guavo Jeland,” thns speaks 
of the feathered populativn in-the country 
of his exile :—Amiony the chief objects of 
interest’ on Baker's Island to a visitor are 
the birds, and they are well worthy, of 
study. Doriug-the first night of niy stay 
ou this-forlorn spot it seemed at times as if 
the house were beaioged by innumerable 
tom-cats ; then the tumult resembled the 
suppressed bleating’ of goats, aud T heard 
noises of bats grinding their teeth in rage; 
again it was the querulous cooing of doves; 
and goon the chorus was strengthened by 
unearthily-acreams, as of ghéuls and deutons 
in mortal agony. But ou going. forth into 
the darkriess to learn the.cause of this iv- 
fernal sereviads, all was apporently calm and 
serene, and the radiant constellation. of the 
Southern Cross, : with the neighbouriny | 
clouds of Magellan, looked me peacefully 
in the face, while from another quarter of 
the heavens the Pleiads shod. their ‘ sweet 
infinence” over the scene, The most quiet 
time of night with the birds is: about day> 
break, when they seem to subside into 
‘‘cat-naps,” preparatory to the labouré of 
the day, By day-inany of the birds rango 
on tirelosa wing, over leagues of ocean, in 
quest: of ‘fish. But still the number of 
those ‘that remain: about the “island is-se 
great as to defy compntation, and as you 
pass through their haunts, in some places 
they r'se in such clouds as uctually to darken 
the air above you. The eggs of some of the 
birds are of tind quality, -and are. much ¢s- 
teemed by the Americaus a3 well as the 
Hawaiians on the island. Those of a bird

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“THE BIBLE IN SPAIN,. 

Tha Madriil correspondent of: the Star 
writes :—The avidity: with which religious 
information is sought is something astound. 
ing. “The propagandism commenced years 
ago}; but the Rev. Dr Rule, a: Wealeyan, 
who was at Gibraltar in 1836, appeare to 
be most promiuently connected with tha 
first organized effort fur disseminating the 
privciples of religious freedom. “He found 
an energetic coadjutor iu Donna Margue- 
rits ‘de Barrea,’ originally a nun: This 
woman. married, became a widow, ‘fell into 
poverty, became a domestic. sorvant, ‘aud ‘ 
ultimately took service in Dr Rule's family 
‘at Cadiz. - Of course other agencies were at 
work,. In later times the prosecution aif 
fered by Matamoros and ‘his companions 
stimulated the spirit of inquiry, and people 
turned against the power which sonténced 
‘menfto death for simply reading the Sorip- 
tures.

MR MOTLEY AS A LECTURER.: 


Mr Motley, the riew Minister to Eng- 
land, delivered an address recently before 
the New York Historical Society on ‘ His- 
toric Progress and American Dem au 
The.admirers of Mr Motley’s works will be 
disappointed in this production. In style 
it too closely resembles a Fourth of July 
‘oration to be worthy ofa distinguished 
author, Speakiag of the increase of wealth 
among his countrymen, Mr Motley says, 
“if Midas has bathed in our Pactolus, 
and: Croesus encrusted himself all over in 
its golden waters, we know, -too, that its 
perennial streams have’ fertilized . the 


broadest prairies and the lowest depths of . : 


hnmanity.” . Mr Motley condemns the tone 
of English society towards America during 
the: recent war, but bestows a warm eulo- 
gium upon Mr Bright.
